ditorium, Recommendations for spe- 
cial committees to discuss uniform 
laws on fndustrial tribunals and 
criminal anarchy brought forth the 
differences of opinion, and it was 
decided to investigate the question of 
industrial tribunals, but the propo- 
sition on anarchy failed to carry. 
Appointment of a committee to 
formulate a uniform law for the reg- 
ulation of aviation, recognizing the 
ascendency of aerial transportation, 
was authorized. 
Commissioner Henry Stockbridge 
of Baltimore, Md., was elected pres- 
ident of the conference for the next 
year, at an evening session. Other 
officers named are George B. Young, 
' Montpelier, Vt., vice president; Eu- 
gene A. Gilmore, Madison, Wis., sec- 
‘retary, and W. O. Hart, New Orleans, 
La., treasurer. Gilmore and Hart 
were re-elected. 
Questions Under Debate. 

The debated questions were in the 
form of recommendations of the 
| Committee on Scope and Program. 
shat on industrial tribunals, which 
|it was voted to approve and investi- 
'gate, is as follows: 
“When a dispute arises between 
‘employer and employe, resulting in 
'a lock-out or a walk-out, thereby 
affecting the production or distribu- 


'and endangering the public health, 
has the public no rights in such a 
'condition nor interests in such a con- 
‘'troversy? Or is it a private affair 
| entirely? 

‘In either event should there not 


either party to this sort of a dispute 
could carry his cause for adjust- 
ment, and, when the public interests 
demand, compel either or both of 
the said parties to appear and pre- 
sent fully its side of the contro- 
versy ? 

“Your committee recommends 
that a special committee be appoint- 
|ed to investigate this question and :f 
‘it conside@s uniform legislation on 
the subject desirable and praottcal, 
|that it report to this conference at 
its earliest convenience.” 
| ._Industrial Courts Discussed. 

Commissioners opposing this prop- 
_osition characterized it as an at- 
'tempt at reform and not at codify- | 
|ing the laws, saying that codification ; 
‘only is the province of the confer- | 
‘ence. One commissioner said he 
| could not vote for the proposition 
for that reason, but was heartily in/| 
favor of such a form of industrial | 
court. 

This brought the statement from 
! another that the commissioner’s po- 
sition was ‘“‘Machiavellian.” 

The air was electric for a moment 
following this, and when the criti- 
cised commissioner replied, “the 
gentleman is impudent and I resent 
it,” as he thrust out his chin and 
raised his eyebrows. 

The Missouri commissioners, in- 
cluding Alexander.H. Robbins, a St. 
Louis attorney, voted against this 
proposition, but the vote stood 16 for 
to seven against it. 

Chairman A. T. Stovall of Oko- 
lona, Miss., read the following rec- 
ommendation on criminal anarchy, 
saying the committee had been re- 
quested to make it in a great mass 
of correspondence from all over the 
country: ‘ 

“Public opinion seems to favor a 
uniform law prohibiting and punish- 
ing those engaged in making and dis- 
tributing propaganda tending to 
create criminal anarchy, s0 your 
committee recommends that a &pe- 
cial committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate this subject and consider 
the advisability of recommending a 


uniform law on the subject.” 
Anarchy Proposal Killed. 
Some members termed this as out 
of the conference's scope and of a 
political nature. During the debate 
& commissioner from Virginia said 
the scene reminded him of an ayte- 
room of the Committee of 48. The 
Froposition Was killed by a vote of 
£3 to six, Missouri being among the 
states voting against it. 
The recommendation for aviation 
laws carried without debate, when 
the chair ruled that it is not an at- 
jempt to make interstate regulations. 
It follows: 
“The whole world has come to a 
realization of the fact‘ that aviation 


is practical and not a mere art or 
fad for pleasure and profit in exhibi-

Uniformity in state legislation, to which a national 
association now meeting in St. Louis is devoted. is 
an objective which should have powerful and effective 
support from public sentiment and the leaders of 
popular thought in the coming decade.
